Serious defects have appeared in the fabric 
of St. Columb's Cathedral, Londonderry's 
most precious relic of the famed siege. For 
a year or more the condition of the roof and 
stonework has been causing the Vestry 
anxiety. 

Damp has appeared in the upper part of 
the 90 feet high tower, and the stone framing 
of a number of windows, especially those on 
the south side in the upper row, has 
crumbled or cracked. 

Large portions of the sills -nd mullions are 
ne off the chancel windows, 

The lead roof of the century-old tower is 
beyond repair, and a portion of the tower 

arapet at the. foot of the famous spire is 
oose and will have to be taken down. 

‘It costs something to have so precious 
a building in our care, and if we are really 
proud of it we will gladly make sacrifices to 
maintain if worthily,’’ says the Dean of 
Derry (the Rev. R. G. 8. King, M.A.), in 
the October issue of the Cathedral magazine. 

An architect has made an examination of 
the Cathedral, and it is estimated that 
between £400 and £300 wil] be required to

ing of this century it was one of the 
argest and most flourishing sketching clubs 
in Great Britain, and its membership list 
throughout its long life has been coloured hy 
the names of many famous artists. It had 
the distinction, too, of being the only society 
ever patronised by Whistler, and in 1884 he 
sent two dozen of his pictures to be exhibited. 
including i “-Portrait of 
at one of the Dublin Sketc ing Club ex- 
hibitions that he also exhibited his beautiful 
wax models that are now in the National 
Gallery. Other early members were Bram 
Stoker, of ‘‘Dracula” fame; Nathaniel 
Hone, J. McNeill, J. E. ra, A.R.H.A. ; 
Edwin Hayes, Jack B. eats, Bingham 
McGuinness, A.R.H.A.; A. Ji +» Mayne, 
E.H.A., and Alexander Williams, R.H.A. 
_ Names such as these give some idea of its 
importance as an artists’ club, and the fact 
that soine of the earlier exhibitions were 
opened by people of such distinction as the 
Prince and Princess of Saxe-Weimar, the 
Marquess of Londonderry and Lord 
Wolseley, mark them as among the leading 
social functions in Ireland at time. Its 
dinners, its smoking-concerts, sketching ex- 
cursions, at-homes and lantern lectures were 
well kncwn, and such famous names as that 
of Percy French were frequently to be seen 
on the programmes of a winter evening. 
These rammes were a novelty in them- 
selves, for they were produced with the utmost 
care, and usually contained clever sketches 
and caricatures by the members themselves. 


WOMEN ADMITTED 


In 1883 the Club was joined by the 
Amateur Photographic Society, but true to 
its purpose as a club for “. . . gentlemen 
interested in art,’’ there were no women 
members until about 1888, fourteen years 
after its inception, when it was joined by the 
Dublin Amateur Artists’ Society. 

Up till the beginning of this century tha 
Club continued to prosper, and the number 
of daite 5 Ane New exhibition of pictures, 
po and etchings were frequently near 
the 600 mark.

To allow such a club as this, which has 
been a salient feature of artistic life in 
Dublin for well over half a century, to go out 
of existence through mere neglect would be a 
sad reflection, not alone on the artists of 
the city, but on all those who are supposed 
to have such interests at heart.

It strikes me that the special Act of 
the Dail passed to regulate dance halls 
in the Free State has served very definitely 
to dancing. A solicitor friend 
tells me that this year the number of 
applications for dance licences exceeds all 
others, so, as he says, this winter in 

Ireland should be one of hot rhythm. 

Apart from the question of dancing in 
_ relation to morals, much sympathy must 
be shown to District Justices, who, by one 
of the law’s freaks, do not know whether 
the Dance Halls Act should be ad- 
ministered in a judicial or administra- 
tive capacity. 

District Justice Walsh, in Donegal, says 

that they never have been told, and to 
surmount the difficulty he has suggested 
that the granting of licences should be 
in the hands of local committees, who 
know the strength of feeling in the matter 
of late dances and their location.

The man who first engraved the Lord’s 
Prayer on the head of a pin would feel 
quite small nowadays before the latest 
achievements of science.

Draconids and Orionids 


Here are this month’s meteors :— 

The principal meteor displays of October 
are the Draconids and Orionids, but minor, 
showers also come from Auriga and Aries, 
The Beta-Draconids are a nemparativey 
recent shower, which gave a very ric 
display four years ago, and conditions are 
somewhat simiiar for observing these 
meteors on October 9 in the present year. 

The early days of the month furnish 
some minor displays, especially to-night 
and Monday, between 10 p.m. and mid- 
night. There are better maxima on the 
6th about 6 p.m. and 11.20 p.m. The 9th 
is marked by much meteoric intensity, 
large maxima falling about 5.30 p.m. and 
9.45 p.m., while the 10th has a strong 
secondary maximum at 9.30 p.m. There 
is also some meteoric activity on the 
nights of the 14th and 15th, particularly 
on the latter before midnight, and this 
applies also similarly to the nights of the 
17th and 18th. 

There will be much moonlight about the 
time of the Orionids, especially on October 
20, when a large maximum occurs at 10.20 
p.m., which is followed by others on the 
morning of the 2ist and subsequent 
night. Other important dates after this 
are the 25th, 27th, and 30th. On the 
25th maxima occurs about 10.50 v.m., on 
the 27th abont 6.40 p.m. and 7.355 p.m., 
and on the 30th between 9.30 and 11.30

PREPARATORY COLLEGES 


The Department’s a deal with the 
provisions governing the entry of pupils to 
preparatory colleges. Formerly students de- 
siring to eater the teaching profession sat for 
an examination known as the Easter Scholar- 
ship Examination, and those successful were 
entitled.to a period of training at the train- 
a § colleges. In the future the training 
colleges will accept on!y those students who 
have passed through * preparatory college. 
The regulations state that residential pre- 
paratory colleges have established to 


‘provide a' suitable secondary school course 


under the most favourable conditions for 
young persons who desire to prepare them- 
selves for admission to training colleges. The 
course extends over four years, and an 
examination for the selection of the boys for 
admission is held annually. - 

The examination, which will be conducted 
by the examiners of the Department of Edu- 
cation, will be confined to candidates whose 
age on August | oí the years in which the 
examination will be held is at least thirteen 
years and not more than fifteen and a half 
years, The upper age will be extended to 
sixteen and a half years in the case of candi- 
dates from Fior Ghaeltacht. 


FILLING THE VACANCIES 


Eighty per cent. of the vacant places in 
the colleges each year shall be reserved for 
candidates who vbtain 85 per cent. or over 
in oral Irish [fluent speakers in Irish) and 
attain the qualifying standard at the examina- 
tion. One half, or 40 per cent., of the total 
number of vacancies will be reserved for 
candidates from the Fior Ghaeltacht. Of the 
remainder, one-quarter will be reserved for 
candidates from the Gaeltacht areas, and 
the remaining quarter to. the next best candi- 
dates in this category, irrespective of the 
district from which they come. 

The regulations encourage 
students from the Gaeltacht. 
£1 in aid of expenses will be paid to each 
candidate from the Fior Ghaeltacht whose 
residence is more than five miles from the 
examination centre who has passed in Irish 
Where the Department i# satisfied that the 
circumstances warrant it, a grant will be 
made towards the cost of outfit and of 
travelling expenses to the student who 
succeeds in obtaining a place in.a hme seg 
college. The grant will be subject to a 
maximum of £30 for the first year and £20 
for the successive years. A prize of £5 will 
be awarded to each of a limited number of 
candidates from the Fior Ghaeltacht who 
reach the qualifying strndard at the exammna- 
tion, but who fail to secure a place in a 


preparatory college.

THE PROTECTION OF 
BIRDS 


—T—€— 
PHENIX PARK NOW A 
SANCTUARY : 
The report of the Irish Society for the 
Protection of Birds, which has just been 
published, provides much interesting reading 
en the wild birds of this country, and the 
steps, so far as the Free State is concerned. 
that are being taken to protect them from 
cruelty and violence. | 
Having expressed thanks to the Land Com- 
mission for their help and co-operation, the 
Committee expresses regret that no satis- 
factory decrease has been reported in the 
campaign started two years ago in Conne- 
mara for the destruction of nearly all birds 
and beasts of prey. One sequel to the pro- 
tests of the Society had heen that the badger 
has since been removed hy the Connemara 
Association from the list of animals for 
whose heads it pays; but they had no assur- 
ance that either the kestrel or the peregrine 
falcon had been ma¢le subject to any similar 
order. . 
The danger threatened to their bird 
sanctuary oh the North Bull by the establish- 
ment of an oil refinery in Dublin Bay had 
been a cause of grave anprehension, but, on 
the request of the Vice-President, Mr. S. L.. 
Brown, K.C., the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board had inserted a strict covenant against 
the discharge of crude oil from any of the 
company’s ships or premises into the river. 
Thus an important measure of protection had 
been secured; but unfortunately this did not 
ensure against the peril of a possible dis- 
charge of oil outside the three mile limit. 
Steps had been taken during the year to 
have the Phenix Park converted into a 
bird sanctuary. Under existing bird laws 
the Park actually is a protected area, but as 
this fact is not sé, as known, the Com- 
missioners have undertaken to have notices 
erected. Heavy fines will now imposed 
on any person found destroying or interfering 
with birds, nests or eggs. 
report recalls that a movement was 
started by the Jrish Times in June, 1935, for 
the conversion of the National Park at Muck- 


ross into a sanctuary for birds, and expresses |

A List of Irish Birds, showing the Species 
Contained in the National Collection. By G. 
R. Humphreys, Fifth edition, 1937. Published 
by the Stationery Office. Price 6d, net. 


WANT that has for many years been 
| felt by all who are interested in the 
bird-life of this country has been met with 
wonderful skill and industry by Mr. G. R., 
Humphreys, who, in the new “' List of 
Irish Birds,” just published “by the 
Museum, has successfully brought up to 
date the information hitherto available on 
the subject, through the list drawn up 
by Mr, A. R. Nichols in 1924. 

Since the appearance of Mr. Nichols’s 
list the number of birds entitled to a place 
in the Irish fauna has been enlarged by 
the inclusion of several species not 
previously known to visit us. These in- 
clude two that met their deaths at light- 
houses—the Madeiran Fork-tailed Petrel, 
killed at the Black Rock, Mayo, Light- 
house in 1931, and the Subalpine Warbler, 
which struck the lantern of Hook Tower, 
Co. Wexford, in 1933; while two that fell 
victims to the guns of sportsmen were 
those notable rarities, the Black-winged 
Pratencole, a straggler from South-Eastern 
Europe, and the Killdier Plover, from 
North America. Along with these im- 
portant additions are to be found several 
others which scientific ‘research has found 
it necessary to separate from our better- 
known existing forms, adding to our list 
of species a ‘‘ continental chaffinch,”’ a 
** Hebridean hedge-sparrow,”’ a “‘Northern 
oo and a “ dark-breasted barn- 
ow 88 


Where Do They Go? 


A new feature in this list is the light 
Mr. Humphreys shows to have been 
thrown by the system of affixing marked 
rings to the legs of migrants on the often 
perplexing question—where do they go 
when they leave us? By quoting instances 
of birds taken in Ireland that had been 
ringed as nestlings in other countries, he 
shows that among the blackbirds that 
spend the winter with us, while many 
were reared in England and Scotland, 
others are migrants from Denmark, or 
have been marked on passage in Heligo- 
land. Similarly, the coot (a bird that we 
seldom think of as a migrant) is shown 
to have come to us from Denmark; while 
some chaftinches, taken in Ireland in 
winter, were found to be visitors from 
Holland and Belgium. 

Tt 1s also found that young woodcocks 
that had been marked when nestlings in 
Jrish woods have been recognised in winter 
in Spain, Portugal and France,: though 
older birds shot in Ireland in winter had 
been ringed (and probably reared) in 
Sweden and Pomerania. But for the 
system of ringing there would have been 
no means for the ascertainment of these 
facts; yet there is scarcely a point in the 
study of migration on which cuestions 
are so constantly asked.

Rewards of Protection 

It will be welcome reading to bird- 
Jovers to gather from this list that the, 
goldfinch has increased since the Wild 
Birds Protection Acts of Saorstat Eireann 
(1930) and Northern Ireland (1931) 
became operative. The remarkable increase 
in the breeding ranges of the fulmar petrel 
and of the Irish jay are also pointed out 
as features of interest, while of the chough 
we are told, with commendable reserve, 
that it “still holds its own in some 
districts.”” The delicate question whether 
we have two kinds of coal titmouse (the 
Irish and British) in this country is left 
a little doubtful by Mr. Humphreys, who, | 
without going so far as the late Mr, 
Ogilvie Grant in maintaining that the 
British coal tit is frequently seen in parts 
of Ulster, to which it may have migrated, 
merely tells us that “some specimene 
from the North-East of Ireland are 
indistinguishable from the British coal 
titmouse.”’

‘{ *ONRAD wrote prefaces to the volumes 
in Dent’s collected edition of his 
works: The late Mr. Edward Garnett, 
Conrad's friend and champion, re-read 
#heni some months ago, and was moved to 
plan this volume, in which the prefaces 
'are eollected, and to write. a long essay 
‘on Conrad, which he completed five, days 
before his death. 

The essay is one of the best studies of 
Conrad that ever appeared, although the 
present critic is: irritated by many of Mr. 
Garnett’s opinions. Read with the pre- 
faves, in which Conrad seeks to explain 
himself, it affords as thorough an under- 
standing of that*remarkable man as we 
are likely to get. Mr. Garnett’s view is 
that Conrad, the Polish Englishman, 
brought into English letters “the con- 
tinental spirit,” asd gave a new trend to 
English literature. He does not define the 
continental spirit, except by tilting at 
English prejudices (his favourite theme), 
oe the truth is that Conrad himself does 
not make us much wiser. 


Public Humility 


The extreme portentousness of the 
Conrad school is brought out by both 
writers. We admire the sensitiveness which 
made Conrad hesitate to let his excellent 
novel, ‘‘ Victory,’’ go to pe when the 
Great War came, under that title, lest it 
should seem an appeal to the emotions 
of the hour, yet feel that it would have 
been better if he had said nothing about 
his scruples. Humility is good, but 
humility made public ceases to be} 
humble. .

T is pleasant to find a novel that ‘is 

shapely and well designed ; that begins, 
develops, and ends in a logical and 
coherent progression. Mr, Lynn Doyle 
aims at the making of a work of art; he 
takes his lánaí faces his knowledge of 
human life; but he selects and shapes it 
to his own ends. To sacrifice actuality to 
form would, however, result in something 
merely abstract. There inust be in the 
novelist’s mind a wide knowledge of life 
and a sympathetic understanding of men. 
Mr. Doyle achieves form and style with- 
out any loss of reality and without any 
sense of strain. He has complete 
knowledge of, an@ sympathy with, his 
characters and their surroundings. He 
seems to have chosen for the locus of his 
tale the éastérn district of County Down. 
We find © aval wish Bio a his nt 
country and dealing with his own people. 
How well he understands them has 
already proved. In his humorous stories, 
however wild the comedy, it is always 
based on real life; at its merriest and 
maddest it is essentially true. 

But in a humorous story an author has 
for his main object to gain a laugh and

to gain it When He has not time to 
be over-subtle; his effects must be broad, 
his action must be swift. In the more 
leisurely novel there is room for closer 
observation, for more logical development, 
and for the SE THA of a background 
against which his people will live and 
move as in the setting of everyday life. 
In ‘‘Fiddling Farmer” Mr. Doyle has 
availed himself of the wider space and 
the fuller method, He gives us detail, 
but it is subordinate to the movement of the 
story ; he does not overcrowd his ¢anvas. 


Love of a Fiddle 


The action of the book is derived from 
the clash of temperament and ideals 
between husband and wife. Robert Martin 
is a well-to-do farmer, with the soul of 
an artist. He loves his fiddle more than 
his farm. Mrs. Martin is a woman rather 
cold and hard, with an eye that never 
wanders from the main chance. She is 
harshly practical, and her-ene passion js 
for their only son. Her desire for money 
and a prosperous farm is one with her 
ambition to leave them to the boy Alec, 
whom she adores. It is one of the 
triumphs of Mr. Doyle’s book that he has 
contrived to paint her character faithfully 
and frankly,! yet to keep her sympathetic. 
If she does not conquer our affection, she 
at least earns our comprehension and 
respect. A difference in temperamert, 
an opposed code of values; these aro 
surely enough to cause a breach between 
married people. But there is a further 
complication, Mrs. Martin has in -her 
kitchen a dangerously lovely servant 
maid: 

“, . . a girl of about nineteen entered 
the door from the yard into the kitchen, 
carrying a bucket. She was an attractive

Expert Prose

being. burnt, his wife insisted that the 
management of the farm should be left to 
her ; how Robbie bheatha, re s+ He start 
a grocery shop, taking Nellie with him as 
housekeeper; how the Miss Blues took a 
warm interest in their neighbours’ affairs, 
and how a kindly and humorous clergyman 
strove to cast oil on the troubled waters ; 
all these things the reader must discover 
for himself, The incident of Mr, Martin’s 
housekeeping with Nellie is told with the 
utmost Bittner. Mr. Doyle describes it 
with sympathy and understanding; his 
comprehension is unfailing, his good taste 
is never at fault. 

Comprehension, humour, and a sense of 
proportion are the keynotes of Mr. Doyle’s 
novel. The book is filled with ripe and 
mature wisdom, of tenderness for 
humanity, and is constantly touched with 
beauty. Mr. Doyle never drags in a purple 
patch just out of bravado. He sticks to 
good, clean, craftsmanlike prose for the 
carrying on of his story, and it is 
only when the emotion rises to a 
certain point that the poet in him 
emerges, and naturally, simply, and 
logically, the beauty of the moment ex- 

But the achievement that impresses 
most is the drawing of Robert Martin’s 
character. It is complete, definite, final. 
When we close the book we know the man 
more intimately than if we had lived with 
him; and, with all his folly, we love him.

HEN the social and political histor; 
of the latter half oí the nineteent 

century, and the first half of the twen- 
tieth, comes to be written, much of ifs 
most, interesting material will be found 
in the biographies and autobiographies of 
women who founded the 
Lahour Party in Great Britain. At some 
future date a research scholar of one of 
our universities will undertake the work 
of discovering and disentangling the 
threads binding the labour politics of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and when the 
work is published it will be found that,’ 
while Irishmen provided the driving force 
to the Labour movement in England, it 
was a trade unionism, developed first in 
England, that founded a Labour Party in 
Treland. The extent to which the workers 
of the two islands depended upon each 
other should make a fascinating chapter 
of social and political history. 

From the great days of Bronterre 
O'Brien Irishmen have been prominent in 
the organisation of British labour; a 
glance at the membership of the first 
Labour Party to assemble in the House 
of Commons in 1906 will prove their 
dominating position in .the movement at 
that time. Of the number was John 
Robert Clynes, who had been elected for 
the Platting Division of Manchester, and 
who continued to represent that consti- 
tuency without interruption for the follow- 
ing 25 years. By the time he lost his seat 
in 1931 he had become the Right Honour- 
able J. R. Clynes, deputy leader of the 
Labour Party in the House of Commons, 
and Secretary of State for Home Affairs. 


**An Irishman Myself '' 


In this volume, the first of a work that 
is to be completed in two volumes, Mr. 
Clynes is his usual placid and unexcit- 
ing self. He has never been one of the 
picturesque personalities of his party, 
nor one of its outstanding platform ora- 
tors. Throughout his career he has ex- 
hibited all the qualities of his upbring- 
ing and his environment. At one puint he 
writes “as an Irishman myself,” but the 
more apt description is contained in the 
deliberate ‘‘bull’’ he perpetrates to sum- 
marise himself: ‘‘half-Irish and wholly 
Lancastrian.’’ In this book he ex- 
hibits the traits of. both parts of 
his pedigree; his capacity for lucid ex- 
position, his sound judgment, his funda- 
mental common-sense, and his modesty. 
It will not add much to the known history 
of the British Labour Party, but it will 
aid materially towards an understanding 
of the men who created it. 

The earlier chapters, in which he tells 
of his life as a piecer in an Oldham cotton 
mill, and as a young trade union agitator, 
are the most vivid in the book. Clynes 
was the son of an Irish farm labourer 
who had migrated to England, after 
eviction from his home, in 1851. His 
father found work, first in a cotton mull, 
and later as a labourer with the Oldham 
Corporation, but as he could neither read 
nor write his wages never exceeded 24 
shillings a week. ‘‘ He was a courteous, 
grave man, wise though not learned,’’ who 
“worked hard, seldom for less than ten 
hours a day; he had no holidays; when 
he was not working his only desire was for 
rest or sleep.’’ The we ó years oí the 
future Home Secretary were years of 
poverty and hard work; he remembers. 
‘‘only meals in which there never seemed 
to be enough food, dreary journeys through 
smoke fouled streets, in mornings when I 
nodded with tiredness, and in evenings 
when my legs trembled under me from 
exhaustion.’’ At the age of 10—he was 
born in 1869—he went to work as a “ half 
timer’ in a mill, and at the age of. 12 
he became a full-time piecer at 10 shillings 
a week. 


Education for Leadership 


He says his schooling taught him 
nothing except a fear of birching, and 
left him with a hatred of formal educa- 
tion. As a worker with 10 shillings a 
week he began to buy books, his first book 
being a dictionary, which, at sixpence, 
cost two weeks’ pocket-money. This book, 
he says, was “ the foundation of my for-

He was introduced to the 
power of the spoken word, aud to the 
elements of politics by reading aloud to 
three blind men, and listening to their 
radical talk. i 
His introduction to public speaking 
came through an Irishman named Byrne, 
whom he met at a meeting of the Irish 
National League. At the age of 16 he 
achieved a local notoriety through a series 
of. letters which he wrote to the news- 
papers, in which he dealt. with the con- 
ditions of employment, and especially with 
the hard lot of the piecer. t of these 
letters sprang the Piecers’ Union, in the 
organisation of which the youthful Clynes 
took a leading part. It was not, however, 
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CLYNES OF PLATTING. 


in that union that Clynes made his reputa- 
tion. At the age of 21 he became a whole- 
time official of the Gasworkers’ and 
General Labourers’ Union (later the 
National Union of Municipal and General 
Workers), of which he became president 
in 1935, This position gave him the entry 
to a wider world, and litical interests 
developed with the industrial interests. 
He was at the foundation conference of the 
Independent Labour Party at Bradford, 
and had an unconventional meeting with 
Bernard Shaw while swimming in the lake 
at Zurich in 1895. Clynes was one of the 
founders of the Labour Party in 1900, and 
in 1906 he won a great victory for Labour 
at Platting. 


Party Leader 


For two years Mr. Clynes led the Labour 
Party at Westminster, and he would have 
been the first Lahour Prime Minister had 
the Clydesiders not deposed him in favour 
of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald ; a choice they 
have since lived to regret. His admira- 
tion for Mr, Macdonald had always been 
reserved, but for the sequel to the story 
the second volume must be awaited. The 
present volume brings the tale up to 1924, 
and during the period of sixty years which 
it covers there are only two points at which 
warmth of personal feeling is shown. He 
is mildly indignant about the hardships 
of his childhood, and about his deposition 
{rom the leadership of the party. 

There are several mis-statements of fact, 
and the framework is rather too lavish for 
the story; but this first volume portrays 
a shrewd and friendly man enjoying his 
life to the full. Without the struggle his 
life would probably have been pointless ; 
the early struggle against poverty and 
hardship produced a man. whose life-story 
will be found intensely interesting to

An introductory 
chapter, , entitled ‘‘ The Citizen in the 
Making,” a chapter on the training of 
the teacher, and some remarks on the 
goal of teaching (Civitas Dei) conclude 
the contents of the book. The subservience 
of education to political ends in totali- 
tarian States is amusingly illustrated, but 
when the author comes to deal with the 
relationship between education and 
olitics, or, rather, political doctrines, he 
is discreetly hazy, giving as a line of con- 
duct to be followed the words of Vittorino, 
when accepting a post as tutor in the 
family of -n Italian nobleman: ‘‘I accept 
the post on this understanding only, that 
you require from me nothing that shall 
be in any way unworthy of either of us; 
and I will continue to seive you, so long 
as your life shall command respect.” 
fhile platitudes and irrelevancies occur 
in the book, the real trouble is that the 
title is a false guide to the contents; for 
the author is more immediately concerned 
with educational factors than with their 
results, potential or otherwise, in the 
social structure.

| ‘HE world has long ceased to wonder at 
the eccentricities of G.B.S., so it will 
forgive him once more if he reminds it 
that he was once a musical critic who re- 
joiced in the name of Corno di Bassetto.

with thoso giants of the critics’ circle, 
Ernest Newman and Edwin Evans; but, 
perhaps, Mr. Shaw might be none too 
pie to us for according him that 
onour ; for he would retort, in all proba- 
bility, that he would much prefer the 
“musical ” adjective. 

Certainly in these critigues of London 
music he displays a gargantuan know- 
ledge both of music ond musicians.

The information may 
be of use to potential record-breakers, but 
one is inclined to doubt it. The story of 
his marriage to Amy Johnson is exhibited 
for the public, but it is not particularly 
interesting. He tells the reader: “ Amy 
has been wonderful to me, but we are 
poles apart.” Some time ago it was stated 
that Mr, Mollison had joined the Oxford 
Group—but, of course, he may have left 
it by now. The Group regards open con- 
fession as being good for the soul. But, 
one imagines, surely that confession needs 
to be tempered with penitence. Mr, Molli- 
son gives us the open confession, but dis- 
plays no penitence. For example: ‘If 
the devil asked me to trade my immortal

Winged Warfare 
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The Bombers’ Part 
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Winged Warfare. By Squadron-Leader E. 
J. Kingston-McCloughry. London: Jonathan

URING the Great War it was said 
that the average life of an Air Force 
pilot was three weeks. If a fellow could 
fight bravely and yet avoid being shot 
down he had an excellent chance of obtain- 
ing speedy promotion and various decora- 
tions. Bombers and reconnaissance ’planes: 
were, of course, ‘‘ easy meat ” for enemy 
fighting craft, and much of Richthofen’s 
big total of air “‘ victories ” was at the 
expense of slow and unwieldy machines. 
Even in the last months of the war, when 
the R.A.F. definitely was on top, the 
casualties were heavy. Squadron-Leader 
Kingston-McCloughry mentions in his 
excellent and imformative essay on 
‘“* Trenchard’s Air Force ” that squadrons 
on day bombing duty lost 60 per cent. of 
their aircraft and 48 per cent. of their 
personnel per month; squadrons on night 
bombing lost 46 per cent. of their aircraft 
(only a quarter due to enemy action, how- 
ever) and 23 per cent. of their flying 
personnel per month. 

This book consists of a number of essays, 
not all of them, be it said, of equal 
interest to the non-technical reader. 
They have the merit that their. author 
approaches lus subjects with no axe to 
grind, and, instead of criticising. the 
mistakes of others he gently suggests that 
other courses might have been followed. 
His judgments are nicely balanced, and 
he presents as accurate’a picture of the 
air problems of peace and war as we have 
read. It is true, however, that he does 
not add much to the solution of the ques- 
tion of what effect aircraft will have in 
the next war. He attaches a great deal 


of importance to the army, but insists} 


that each service must apply its maximum 
effort in correct co-operation with the 
others. Air superiority, he thinks; will 
go to the side which can maintain 
bombardment in face of loss, and which 
can force the other to the defensive. 

The next war will be ruthless. Aircraft 
will be used as Japan is using it in China, 
as Italy uséd it in Abyssinia, as Franco 
used it against Guernica. It will be 
bombers which will count, not fighters, 
and it seems to us that Britain’s security 
will depend upon her "planes bombing 
the enemy so desperately and continuously 
that there will not be a chance of the 
initiative passing from her to the other 
side, which will be kept.upon the defen- 
sive; for fighting craft are not going to 
keep Britain from being bennbed if the 
enemy once forces Britain to give up the 


attack.

For 
four months Palestine has been seething 
either with riot or with preparations for 
riot. Early in June an attempt was made 
by the Arab terrorists to murder Mr. Roy 
Spicer, Inspector-General of the Palestine 
Police, and was followed by a succession 
of clashes, often deadly, between Arabs 
and Jews. Then the turmoil dwindled for 
a while, only to burst into life again last 
week-end, when Mr. L. Y. Andrews, the 
District Commissioner of Gahilee, and a 
policeman, Mr. B. R. McEwan, were 
assassinated at Nazareth. In these circum- 
stances, the British Government hardly 
could be expected to hold its hand; and 
yesterday it took swift and drastic action. 
| The Arab Higher Committee, which is the 
organising body of the Arab national and 
anti-Jewish movement in the Holy Land, 
was declared an illegal association, 
warrants were issued for the arrest of its 
members, and, at the time of writing, all 
but. two of them have been placed in 
custody, The President of the Arab Party, 
the Secretary and Treasurer of the Higher 
Committee, the leader of the Arab Youth 
Organisation, the Mayor of Jerusalem and 
the manager of the Arab Bank of Haifa 
are among the prisoners, and probably 
will be removed to a safe distance from 
Palestine for the time being. The Grand 
Mufti of Jerusalem, who is the spiritual 
leader, and the most powerful, of the Arab 
revolutionaries, has taken sanctuary in the 
Mosque of Omar, with his bodyguard of 
two hundred men, and no effort, ap 
parently, has been made to add him to 
the number of his incarcerated fellows. On 
the other hand, he has been deprived by 
the Government of his office as President 
of the Supreme Moslem Council and of his 
membership of the General Wagf Com- 
mittee—two positions in which he wielded 
tremendous influence. The precise motives 
behind this “ swoop ” by the authorities 
is not explained; but it is understood to 
have some connection with the Higher 
Committee’s demand for the release of two 
hundred Arabs who were taken prisoner 
after the murder of District Commissioner 
Andrews. Almost certainly the police had 
information that an effort would be made 
to enforce the “ ultimatum,’’ and Palestine 
would have been in a blaze. 

The suddenness of these measures seems 
to have stupefied the revolutionaries, It 
is reported that, after the first excitement, 
all was quiet yesterday. Nevertheless, the 
British military patrols have been intens!- 
fied everywhere; all leave has been 
stopped; a regiment which was about Ir 
embark for Egypt has been ordered tc 
remain in the Holy Land; officers have 
been instructed to carry revolvers, and 
other ranks side-arms ; and neither officers 
nor privates are permitted to leave 
barracks except in couples, 
arrest of their leaders the Arabs’s power 
of resistance must be crippled; yet the 
fanaticism of recent weeks hardly can 
spend itself so rapidly. Arrests of leaders, 
and martial law over the country at large, 
may impose a momentary check on 
violence, but they will not solve the 
Palestinian problem. We believe that the 
British Government’s plan for the 
partition of the Holy Land—against which 
Mr. de Valera pleaded with eloquence at 
Geneva some days ago—has sharpened, 
rather than allayed, the passions of the 
Arab nationalists. 1 was bad enough, 
from the Arab point of view, that their 
country should be thrown open to the 
Jews of all nations; but. how infinitely 
worse was the proposal that a land which 
is no less sacred to Mohammedan senti- 
ment than to that of Christians or Jews 
should..be sundered into three States! 
Great Britain tinds herself in a difficult 
and dangerous plight. Where previously 
the hostility of the militant Arabs was 
directed against the Jewish immigrants, 
their chief resentment 1s now reserved for 
the Government which, as they are taught, 
seeks to betray them. Great Britain is 
receiving all the kicks nowadays; and it is 
for herself to decide whether the halfpence 
—which take the form of a military footing 
at a strategic point, and contro) of the 
Mosul pipe-line—are sufficient compensa 
tion. The Jews, apparently, dislike tne 
partition plan, and will accept it only a» 
the best of several bad chotves, the Arabs. 
if we make no mistake, will fight it until 
the end. Unless the two races consent to 
be herded into their separate compounds. 
the plan must fail: Great Britain hardly 
can dare to segregate them by force, Iu 
any event, Palestiman history for the 
next few years must continue to be a talc 
either of constant conflict between Arab 
and Jew, aud Arab and Briton, or of 
repression so violent that Great Britain 
may estrange the whole Mohammedan 
world,

‘he addressed his words. He was able to 
point proudly to the record of his depart- 
ment since its inception: the breed of 
cattle had been improved, the sheep 
population doubled, the numbers of poultry 
doubled, the pigs trebled in numbers and 
improved in breed. It is a record of 
which any State department might feel 
proud; but Sir Basil Brooke wants still 
greater improvement in the coming 
years. 

In the first place, he desires an increase 
in the numbers of cattle, and, with 
that in view he announced that 
encouragement would soon be given by 
the Government to  milk-producers. 
Towards the same end he _ desired 
that the grass lands should be improved 
ai the amount of land under the plough 
greatly increased, and stated that lime 
and basic slag would be procurable at 
reduced rates. The Minister’s ‘eulogy of 
barley as a feeding-stuff for pigs is not 
misplaced, and, if his faith is equalled by 
that of his hearers, the acreage under that 
crop should increase greatly next season 
The prevalent notion about the unsuit- 
ability of the land for barley must be 
dispelled, and the Minister’s reminder 
that a century ago barley was a staple 


crop on the same land should go a long 


way towards dispelling it. The land may 
be rendered healthy and sweet by better 
liming and grazing; greater numbers 
of all kinds of livestock may be produced 
by increased and improved tillage. More 
animals should mean (‘greater production 
of home-g »wn foodstuffs, and for the 
purpose there is nothing more suited to 
'' 3 moment than the mixed farm. Upon 
one aspect of the Government’s policy Sir 
Basil Brooke was emphatic—there must 
not be too great reliance upon the State. 
The development of the agricultural 
resources of Northern Ireland is a matter 
primarily for farmers, and only secondarily 
for the Government.  Self-reliance 1s 
infinitely preferable to.a weakling depen- 
dence upon the State for everything, as 
self-sufficiency is desirable in the farm- 
If the farmer depends too much 
in turn, find 


yard. 
upon the State he will, 
himself an employé of the community, 
instead of the sturdy individualist that 
history and” circumstance have combined 
to make him. With a steady market on 
his doorstep, with all the conditions 'n 
his favour, the Northern Ireland farmer 
would do well to hearken to the advice 
tendered by the Minister of Agriculture, 
and, when the conference arranged for the 
end ot October is convened, to be in a posi- 
tion to make his own personal contribu 
tion. Co-operation of farmer and Govern. 
ment is, in the long run, the shortest 
route to prosperity. 


The Screw 


Just a hundred. years ago a remarkable 
development in the propulsion of steam- 
vessels took place. Paddle steamers were 
familiar already, but paddies are 
cumbrous, they are awkward in heavy 
seas, they are not powerful, and they 
never could replace sails completely or 
liberate navigation from dependence on 
the winds. In 1836 an inventor mptented 
the screw propeller and doomed the sail 
ing ship. The first boat propelled by a 
screw went to sea in 1837. The inventor 
was Francis Smith, an English grazier, 
whose hobby was engineering. From 
Greek legend he got the notion of pro- 
pulsion by a screw, and he experimented 
with model boats at Hendon—where 
Londoners still sail toy-yachts and sport 
themselves in canoes, The first full-sized 
screw-propelled boat which Smith floated 
was moved by a long-threaded screw. The 
thread broke, but the craft moved better 
with a shortened propeller. By accident 
thus the inventor perfected his idea, and 
the modern screw of three or four blades 
came into being. Long years passed 
before the vested interests of companies 


‘which owned paddle boats yielded due 


development to the new kind of steam 
vessel, and the man who made possible 
the Queen Mary and thé Normandie died 
poor. The turbine engine and the 
internal-combustion motor were necessary 
before the full gain of the invention 
could be enjoyed; but, when those power. 
ful motives arrived, the screw propeller 
achieved wonders beyond all expectation. 
It is not simply that steamships became 
so swift, so easily governable, so sea 
worthy, as to replace sailing-ships in 
virtually every kind of sea-going naviga 
tion, but the: undreamed-of marvels of 
aviation by heavier-than-air machines 
sprang from the experiments of a seeming 
faddist on a suburban pond. Among 
those simple discoveries which have yiven 
mechanical development incalculably large 
expansion, that of the propelling power of 
a screw in a fluid surely was one of the 
simplest and one of the most far-reach.

The Mufti, who is the religious and 
civil head of the Palestine Arabs, was 
described in the report of the Palestine 
Commission as “ the most influential Arab 
in Palestine.”” His power originates in 
three quarters, for as Grand Mufti he 
controls all the mosques, as President of 
the Moslem Supreme Council he controls 
its funds, and as President of the Arab 
Committee he is the political leader of the 
Arabs. His name and style is Haj Amin 
Effendi el Hussein, and he was appointed 
Mufti by Sir Herbert Samuel at a period 
when it was deemed wise to c-nciliate 
opponents to the British policy. The 
Mufti, who had led the opposition to the 
plan for partition, is suspected of aspirz- 
tions to a dictatorship of the country. 


Domestic Courts 


Throughout England and Wales to-day 
the Domestic Court, a new institution, 
came into being. This is not --s leval 
name, but it probabl; will be the one that 
it will be known by. It is the resuli of the 
new Summary Jurisdiction (Domestic 
Proceedings) Act ‘° 1937, and introduces 
something quite novel into the law. 
Litigation has been considered as tlie 
course hitherto which should lead t. the 
final determination of legal rights between 
those who are in conflict, but the Act 
suguests that magistrates, when dealing 
with matrimonial cases, should endeavour 
reconciliation between the 
parties. Precsedings will take place in 
private, and the court will be one confined 
to domestic matters, including cases where 
the guardianship of infants is in dispute. 
There must not be a crowded bench of 
magistrates, as there may not be more 
than three on the bench at the time. The 
public are excluded from the court, and 
apart from the Press only those who are 
concerned with the case or actually have

during the War was a Turkish 
artilleryman, and afterwards be- 
came a minor official in the Pales- 
tine-C.1.D. In 1920 he was given 
a life sentence for his share in the 
rioting of that year, but after seven 
months «the life sentence was 
quashed. He belongs to a very 
powerful Arab family, 

This summer he took refuge in 
the Mosque of Omar, but denied 
that he was a prisoner there and 
that he was defying the British 
police.

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It is reported that the Grand Mufti, 
when apprised of the Government's 
measures, mobilised his personal guard of 
200 followers. It is certain that during 
midday prayers at the Mosque of Omar a 
party .of Arab villagers were, seen to be 
guarding the entrance to the Mufti’s 
private apartments within the precincts 
of the Mosque. They were said to be a 
picked body, sworn to protect the Mufti 
with their lives. 

It had been feared that midday prayers 
at the Mosque would be made the occasion 
for fiery speeches, leading to serious reper- 
cussions, but they passed off without 
incident. 


PRESS CENSOR 


The District Commissioner, Mr. G. 
Maclaren, has circularised the newspapers 
announcing that he is appointing a censor, 
and forbidding the publication of news or 
comments other than that contained in 
oficial communiqués.

The 
communiqué states that Chinese troops 
were forced to abandon the famous Yenmen 
Pass (‘‘ Pass of the Swallows ’’) when out- 
flanked by a Japanese column from the 
east.

'The loss of the Yenmen Pass gives 
the Japanese access to Taiyuanfu 
across a broad, open valley, which it 
is diffcult for the Chinese troops to 
defend. 
It is alleged that the Chinese defending 
the Yenmen Pass carried red flags as an 
indication that they were Communists. 


BRITISH IN POOTUNG 


The Japanese claim that the electric 
wire with which the mine was fired which 
was meant to blow up the flagship Izumo 
has been traced back to a British firm 
in Pootung. They accordingly landed 
Japanese marines there. The British 
authorities protested on the ground that 
this would lead to hostilities, which might 
injure British interests in Pootung, but 
it is said the Japanese refused to listen. 
It is reported that the Japanese will iake 
similar measures against any foreign 
establishments which they consider arc 
used by the Chinese for military aims. 


CHINESE TACTICS 

Latest Chinese despatches from all 
fronts record little change in the positions 
of the opposing forces, except on the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway front, where 
Chinese troops fell back six. miles from 
the Nanhsiakow line (says a Nanking 
message). 

The Chinese aythorities describe their 
activities on the various fronts as “ wear: 
ing out’’ methods, and poirt out that 
their main objective is not to wage a de- 
cisive war against the Japanese troops at 

resent, but to wear them out with pro- 
onged resistance. The loss or capture of 
individual towns or cities is, therefore, it 
is explained, not a matter of great concern 
to tho Chinese military authorities, who 
aim at inflicting upon the Japanese the 
yreatest possible casualties with the least 
possible Chinese losses.

Spicer, the Inspector-General of the 
Palestine Police Force, and culminated on 
September 26 in the dastardly murder of 
Mr. Andrews and Constable McEwen at 
Nazareth. The communiqué does not 
explain why it has taken the local and 
the Imperial Governments over three 
months to make up their minds to take 
drastic action against the Association and 
individuals who were morally responsible 
for the disorders and terrorism which 
have afflicted the Holy Land, In the 
East, however, as in the West, it is 
bad manners to look a gift horse 
in the mouth, and the first emotion in 
many quarters in Palestine will be a 
feeling of intense relief. This relief will 
not be confined to Jews. Before the end 
of last year’s disturbances several

Flying Boat Down Near Athens 
Two Solo Pilots Killed 
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SENIOR OFFICER | 
AMONG DEAD 
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EMPIRE BOAT HITS 
THE SEA

Two bodies have so far been recovered 
from the sea near the spot where the Im- 
perial Airways Empire flying boat 
Courtier crashed while landing at 
Phaleron, near Athens, to-day. 

The victims have been identified as :—

commanding No. 70 (Bomber Transport) 
Squadron, Royal Air Force, in Iraq; and 

Mr. John Raymond Henderson, an 
American. 

Both were passengers in the flying boat, 
which left Cairo for Southampton, via 
Athens and Rome, early this morning. 

A third passenger, M. Alexandre 
Fleftarakis, a Greek, is reported missing. 
All of the crew were rescued unhurt. 

Wing-Commander Acland was on his 
way tó London, accompanied by Squadron- 
Leader J. Bussey, also of No. 70 (Bomber 
Transport) Squadron, and the Rev. 
Richard Rees, Chaplain attached to the 
Iraq Command of the Royal Air Force, 
Squadron-Leader Bussey, whose address 
is given as Weymouth street, London, 
W.1, is in hospital, as is Mrs. Grier, 
another passenger. 7 
Mr. Rees, whose home is in Silverdale 
road, Bushey, Herts., despite an alarming 
experience, suffered only very slight 
scratches. Describing his experiences he 
said: ‘‘ The boat hit the water heavily 
while landing. I turned two somersaults, 
hitting the fore end of the cabin. Water 
rushed in rapidly, and filled the cabin. I 
found breathing impossible, so ducked and 
dived, and was able to make my esca 
through the hole in the bottom of the 
boat. . | 
“ A motor boat. took me and others to 
the shore, where we received help in every 
possible way from members of the Greek 
Air Force.” 

The Courtier, which landed in very poor 
visibility, became submerged, A floating 
crane from the arsenal was taken to the 
spot and divers were also employed. 

Altogether there were nine passengers

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Mr. R. J. Waight, the De Havilland 
senior test pilot, was killed yesterday near 
Hatfield Aerodrome, Herts, when making 
a test flight in the single-seat, low-wing 


King’s Cup Air Race last month. The 
machine crashed in a field a short distance 
from the aerodrome, and Mr. Waight was 
thrown several feet away. An ambulance 
and a fire tender were taken to the spot. 

It was stated later at the aerodrome 
that Mr. Waight had apparently tried to 
make a forced landing at speed. ‘‘ The 
machine came down on a field which had 
a rough surface, and it tripped up on its 
nose, came down again on its tail, and 
was broken in two. It did not catch fire,” 
an official stated. ‘‘Mr. Waight, who 
had released the rip-cord of his parachute, 
was found near the wreck. He died soon 
after the ambulance arrived.”’ 

The machine, a single-seater, designed

These figures were 
Lynn at the Rota nference here this 
morning after Mr. Charles H. Murphy, Irish 
secretary of the Autc.uobile Association, had 
read a paper on-road, safety. 

The average motorist, said Mr. Murphy, 
drives 34 million miles before becoming in- 
volved in a fatal accident. Only one driver 
in ten meets witi a fatal accident in the 
whole of his driving life, and then he may 
not be to blame. 

Did that, he asked, argue crass careless- 
ness or, on the whcle, remarkable careful- 
ness? Should they instruct the engineers to 
perfect the road or should they attempt to 
perfect the nature of road-users? 


THE IDEAL ROAD 


The ideal highway must satisfy economic 
necessity—speed with safety and beauty in 
design. It should be at least 300 feet wide. 
Intersecting reads, railways and bridle paths 
must pass under or over, and roadside halts 
and adequate parking places sh uld be pro- 
vided. The road is no longer merely a 
national question; it is an international one. 
For example, 20,000 motorists left Britain for 
Europe during the pas‘ three months. Innumer- 
able friendships result from this form of travel. 
To stick our heads in the sands and say that 
this road safety question cannot be settled 
is sheer nonsense, and cheap and rapid road 
transport is an essential of modern life. 
With better trade existing through the world, 
and economic problems levelling themselves 
out, road transport must, of necessity, be- 
come even more congested. 


A MENACE TO SAFETY 
A scheme has crept in lately, said Mr. 
Murphy, which is a very great menace to 
road safety. I refer to the hordes of adver- 


tisements which are now being placed at ) 


every turn on the roadside. It has the 
effect—and. what is worse, it is designed to 
have the effect—of distracting the attention 
of the road user from the road to the beauty 
of the advertisement, or of the shapely figures 
depicted thereon, and so largely contributes 
to accidents. 

No Government should allow any adver- 
tisement to be put nearer than 30 yards from 
the roadside, and then only on the perfectly 
straight portions of the road. This is a most 
important part of my talk to you, and it 
would be extremely helpful if we ali—no 
matter what country we come from—would 
keep on instilling it into legislators, until 
every sign-advertising character 1s removed 
from the roadside, and only informative and 
cautionary signs are left. 


THE GREAT SECRET 


The great secret of road safety—and it 
was a very open secret—was to keep in mind 
at all times and in all conditions the im- 
portance of a clear view ahead. The fact that 
one happened to be driving along an 
almost deserted road was no excuse for 
rounding a bend without diminishing — speed. 
It was-false economy to try to save the unim- 

tant moment at the cost of safety. 
unning time would not be increased apprec!- 
ably by occasional reductions of speed which 
must occur if accidents were to be avoided, 

They must always remember that they 
could be involved in an accident for which 
they were in no way responsible, and that 
the risk of the road must always be looked 
at in the light of all other users of the road 
being potential’ idiots, who would do the

There should be 
more of cultural education, and not merely 
teaching of reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
He did not agree that the fibre of youth was 
weakening. He believed that intellectually 
and physically the youth of to-day could com. 
are favourably with that of any generation. 
o help it to become the best kind of men 


fullest sense, spiritually as well as bodily. 
Mr, Walter Malcolm (Mayor of Bangor) 
said that. he did not think that cultural 
education was going to solve the problem 
of finding a place for youth after school- 
days.

FEEDING STUFFS

£10 spent on feeding stuffs for every £1 
sperit on fertilisers seems to afford ample 
evidence of his statement that farmers were 
neglecting grass lands, Farmers could do a 
gee deal to reduce purchased feeding stuffs 
or pigs if they grew a great deal more barley. 
One hundred and thirty years ago the chiel 
cereal grown in Ulster was barley. It was 
difficult to grow successful crops of barley 
to-day, except in specially favoured places, 
and the reason was that 130 years ago .our 
reat great grandfathers and their fathers 
Safar them used to lime regularly. Because 
lime was not now used the soils had now 
become too sour to grow barley. The assist- 
ance; amounting to half the cost, which was 
being given to farmers who apply lime to 
their land should make it possible to grow 
barley again and thus make the expanding 
pig population much less dependent upon 

ught feeding stuffs. 

Concluding, the Minister said: ‘During 
the past few years there has been an _ in- 
creasing demand by farmers that the State 
must give assistance to our industry, and | 
agree that the demand was a just one and 
that help was necessary. But with every 
item of assistance there has come louder and 
louder a cry against control. Let us as 
farmers face the issue frankly. There cannot 
beg and there never has been, State help 
without State control, “If the State gives us 
help in order that we may do something, it 
is the duty of the State to see that we do 
that something. If the State failed to see 
that the object was carried out for which the 
money or assistance was. forthcoming, abuse 
would be rampant and Government and

The Spanish Republican Cortes (Parlia. 
ment) was officially opened to-day, in the 
presence of ‘diplomats, journalists from 
all over the world. and two British Labour 
M.1’.s. These were Mr. Thurtle (Shore- 
ditch) and Mr. Dobbie (Rotherham), who 
arrived by ‘plane just in time for the cere- 
mony. 

The opening was performed by the Pre- 
sident of the Cortes. Sefior Martinez Bar- 
rios. in an atmosphere that was sticky 
with humidity... Sefior Negrin, the 
Spanish Prime Minister, spoke for over 
an hour, and received a great ovation. 

Mr. Thurtle and Mr. Dobbie, who were 
accompanied during their ’plane journey 
by. the well-known American writer, Mr. 
Louis Fischer. of the Nation, stated, when 
interviewed by Reuter, that they had had 
a good trip, and that the thing which im- 
pressed them most so far had been the 
extraordinary orderliness of Valencia, in 
which they found everything going on 
normally. 

Mr. Kingsley Martin, Editor of the 
New Statesman and Nation, who arrived 
yesterday evening, was also present at the 
opening ceremony. 

The two British Labour M.P.s attended 
in response to an invitation sent by the 
Spanish Government through Mr. Attlee, 
M.P., their leader. 

The meeting place of the Cortes in 
Valencia 1s a-magnificent 15th century 
structure; the seating in which has been 
arranged on the style of the British House 
of Commons, the deputies sitting on 
scarlet cushioned seats facing each other. 


PREMIER ON “ VICTORY 
OR DEFEAT?” 


Senior Negrin repeated once more that 
the sole aim of the Government was “ the 
winning of. the war and to win peace,”’ 
says á Spanish Press Agency message 
quoted by Reuter. 

The two chief preoccupations of the 
Government were, he said, the organisa- 
tion of national defence and reconstruction 
of national economy, both well on the way 
to realisation. — 

Of the Government's foreign policy he 
said: “ Victory or defeat of the Spanish 
Republic will. have profound repercussions 
in other countries, for Spain is defending 
herself against a war of invasion. I have 
faith in our final triumph, because I have 
faith in Spain; Spain will save herself, 
and she will thus save Europe.” 

Sefior Portela Valladares, a former 
Premier, who followed Sefior Negrin, 
said: ‘‘ We are defending legality, while 
the men at Burgos are supporting only 
treason and -he sovereignty of other 
countries over our own.”

EVIDENCE AT DUBLIN 


INQUEST

The Dublin City Coroner, Dr. MacEarlean, 
and a jury resumed yesterday at the Mater 
Misericordiz Hospital the inquiry into the 
cause of death of Miss Alice Ginnity, of 
4 Clinche’s court; North Strand road, which 
was adjourned from June 18th for the con- 
sideration of the Attorney-General. 

The Attorney-General gave it as his opinion 
that it was a case for a civil action. 

The evidence was to the effect that Miss 
Ginnity was cycling, in company with another 
girl, on the road from Donabate to Dublin 
on June 7th, when she was knocked down by 
a motor lorry, the property of George Cooke, 
Baldoyle, which was driven by his son, 
Patrick. She was badly injured, and death 
followed some days afterwards. 

Miss Maisie Byrne, who accompanied the 
deceased girl, stated that when she and Miss 
Ginnity turned into a side road they were 
told that it was the wrong road, and on 
returning the lorry struck Miss Ginnity, and 
she was held under one of its wheels. The 
driver did. what he could to release her. 

Patrick Rourke stated that the driver did 
his best to avoid striking the cyclist, who 
suddenly crossed the road and struck the 
window screen of the lorry. 

The jury found that the girl died from 
the injuries she sustained in the accident, 
and they exonerated the driver from all 
blame.

he hospital will cater for both the city 
and the county, and the chief factor that 
had to be considered when sang | for a site 
was the desirability of having the hospital 
in a position where it would be accessible, 
not merely to Dublin, but to all parts of the 
county. For example, any suggestion that it 
should be built in Dun Laoghaire or Shankill 
was ruled out because of the difficulty of 
taking urgent cases of fever from, say, Howth, 
Swords or Balbriggan, while,a hospital in 
the northern part of the county would cause 
reat inconvenience to patients from Dun 
zaoghaire, Dalkey or Killiney. Although no 
site has been selected, it is fairly certain that 
the new hospital will be built in the vicinity 
of Clondalkin, Ballyfermot or, perhaps, 
Chapelizod. 

In its report issued some time ago the 
Hospitals’ Comsaiasicn proposed that the 
fever hospital should be erected in a place 
within a five miles radius of the city, and 
in selecting a site west of the city the hospi- 
tal will be within the five-mile radius and 
at the same time will be equally convenient 
to all parts of the county. When an exten- 
sion of the Coombe Hospital was contem- 
plated—even after the plans for the exten- 
sion were. prepared—the authorities stepped 
in and prevented the furtherance of this 
scheme, and suggested that the Coombe 
Hospital should take over Cork Street Fever 
Hospital. 

This proposal met with considerable opposi- 
tion, and members of the Dublin Corporation, 
including the Lord Mayor, with on the 
grounds that a fever hospital building would 
not be a suitable place for a maternity hospi- 
tal. They received the assurance, however, 
that the actual fever hospital itself would 
not be used and that when the Coombe 
Hospital was transferred it would be to a 
complete new building. :
